In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute.

Note: Jakob van der Borght, of the great family of Brussels weavers, which was 
active from the beginning of the seventeenth to the end of the eighteenth century, was 
privileged master in 1676, and married Johanna van der Brugge. His firm was closely 
associated with that of Hieronymus le Clerck; and he was also assisted by his sons Gaspar, 
Franz, and Pieter. Important productions of the ateliers of Jakob van der Borght include 
genre scenes after Teniers and Van Orley, the Story of Achilles, Ovid’s Metamorphoses, 
and many other significant groups. The following tapestry (no. 211), which is unsigned, 
was executed by van der Borght or Daniel Abbeloos, who is known to have worked with 
him on this series. Dr. H. Gébel, who describes and illustrates one of the hangings belong- 
ing to this series, (Wandteppiche, 1923, 1. vol. 1, p. 399, and pl. 358) ascribes them to the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, but a more likely date is the decade 1690-1700, as 
indicated by the rich floral borders and by the codperation of Abbeloos.

Note: This is the second of a series of twelve subjects from the famous love story of 
Rinaldo and Armida, in the Jerusalem Delivered (1575), Tasso’s great poem. The cartoons 
were executed by Simon Vouet (1590-1649), who came to Paris in 1627 from Italy at the 
command of King Louis XIII as a designer of tapestries, later achieving fame both as a 
painter and engraver. The Rinaldo and Armida series was woven on the Paris looms of the 
celebrated Raphaél de la Planche, probably in the Louvre itself; one of these complete 
series was given to the King by the Cardinal de Richelieu in 1636. See Maurice Fénaille, 
Etat Général des Tapisseries de la Manufacture des Gobelins, 1923, vol. 1, pp. 319-328. An 
example of the present subject was in the Ffoulke collection. .

Note: Vhe famous Brussels weaving families of Reydams and Leyniers were united 
in April, 1712, by a partnership between Heinrich Reydams and Urban and Daniel Ley- 
niers, the firm became the most important tapestry atelier in Brussels, with forty-seven 
workmen and twenty-two looms in a mansion in what is now the rue des Chartreux. Among 
the most notable productions of the concern were series of Plutarch’s Lives, Ovid’s Fables, 
after Lafosse, Don Quixote, after Jan van Orley and Coppens, and many Teniers genre 
groups. The firm maintained subsidiary looms in Antwerp and Oudenaarde, and their 
fame reached its height in 1717 with the production of the famous historical tapestries 
woven for the state of Brabant and hung in the Hotel de Bournonville. 

As a result of the visit of the Czar in 1717, Prince Dolgorouki, the Russian ambassador 
in Paris, ordered from the Reydams-Leyniers firm a series of Triumphs of the Gods, of 
which the present tapestry is an example; the completed series comprises nine hangings, and 
the cartoons are by Jan van Orley and Augustin Coppens. The series achieved great 

_ popularity, and was several times repeated during the years 1717 to 1730. The firm dis- 
solved partnership in 1734. Vide H. Gobel, Wandteppiche, I, vol. 1, pp. 341-7; an identical 
example of the Triumph of Mars is illustrated in vol. u, pl. 289.
